Scheme had the deſired Effect; all the Colonels 
were emulous in diſciplining their Regiments, 
among whom, none was fo diſtinguiſhed as 
Colonel Alexander Gordon, whoſe Skill and 
Diligence the Czar publickly applauded, _ 
he next Care of his Czariſb Majeſty, after 
having modelled his Army according to the 
Practice of Germany, was to bring about a 
general Reformation among his Subjects, as 
well in their Manner of Living, as Dreſs, and 
alſo in their Police, and Judicial Courts. In 
all the Towns and Boroughs he eſtabliſhed Ma- 
giſtrates, granting to them a ſimilar Power to 
that of thoſe in the ſame Rank in other Na- 
tions of Europe. The Power of Vaywodes 
and Governors, hitherto almoſt arbitrary, was 
in Conſequence much diminiſhed. 

He erected Colleges for the Inſtruction of 
Youth, and Academies for the Cultivation of 
Arts and Sciences. The Sons of the firſt Fa- 
milies he ſent into foreign Armies and, Fleets 
to form themſelves for ſeven Years, at their 
' own Expence when rich enough, when not 
he defrayed them. They were immediately 
put into Employment on their Return home, 
according to their reſpective Capacities for the 
Sea or Land-Service; or in the Police, thoſe 
who bad no Inclination for the two former. 

He iſſued a Mandate that all Perſons of what 
Degree ſoever, ſhould have their Beards cut off; 
that both Sexes ſhould dreſs in the German, 
Britiſh, or French Faſhions ; and never _ 
under 
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under the Mulct of one hundred Rubles & for 
each Offence, were to make a public Appear- 
ance in the Ruſſian Habit. The only excepted, 
were the Cofſacks, Calmucis, and Tartars. 

A Mandate was alſo publiſhed for Freedom 
of Converſation, and eaſy Acceſs to the Ladies, 
who had hitherto been ſo cloſely confined, 
that their neareſt Relations could ſee them but 
in their Huſband's Preſence, and that on ſome 
very particular Occaſions ; and the more effec- 
tually to bring an amicable Intercourſe between 
the Sexes to bear, he inſtituted Aſſemblies 
with Muſic, Dancing, and other polite Amuſe- 
ments, as Plays, &c. '

Love of Society, ſoon became Proſelytes to

Wh not neglect to introduce Trades and 


ManufaQtories. A tolerable ſort of Linnen 
Cloth had been long made among them. They 
made a conſiderable Progreſs in the Woollen 
Manufactories.

duces Abundance of Wool, they make pretty 


fine Cloth, and of all Colours, Several Com- 
modities, for which they had been formerly

Prince IJrubetſtoy encamped within a ſhort 
League of the Town, between it and the 


Mouth of the River. 


The Swedifb Horſe on the 12th attacked the 
Van Guard of the Ruſſians near IJuanograd, 
but were repulſed, with the Loſs of ſome few 


killed and one taken Priſoner. In the After- 
noon of the 14th, a ſtrong Party of Foot and 
Horſe ſallied from the Garriſon to attack the 


Ruſſians. Colonel Gordon, who had intrench- 


ed himſelf advantageouſly near Narva, march- 
ed againſt and obliged them to retire with Pre- 


. © Cipitation, with little Loſs on either Side. 


Prince [rubetshoy marched up the 15th, and 
joined Colonel Gordon with the Corps under 


him, who, without Loſs of Time, began their 
Lines of Circumvallation and Countervalla- 
tion, which, againſt the 1ſt of OFober, were 


completed with Redoubts at two hundred Toiſes 
diſtance. Lieutenant-General Allart, an ex- 
perienced Engineer, had arrived at the Ruſſian 


Camp the 17th of September, whither he was 
ſent by King Auguſtus, as a fit Perſon to di- 


rect the Siege. | 
'The Czar, at the Head of one and twenty 
Battalions of Foot, four Regiments of Horſe- 
Militia, together with the Artillery, Proviſions, 
and Ammunition, entered within the Lines on 
the 3d of Oeter, having croſſed the Narwa

compoſed of twenty-four Mortars, and thirty- | 
two battering Pieces. The general Orders to 
his Troops were to make an expeditious March 


on a ſtrong Bridge of Timber. Heleft on the 
* © other Side of it, in order to inveſt Ivanogrod 


at the ſame Time, three Regiments of Infan- 
try, and four Squadrons of Horſe. 

The reſt of the Army, amounting to about 
ten thouſand Foot, under the Command of 


General Wied, entered the Lines two Days af- 


ter. The Trenches were opened in the Night. 
Under the Direction of Lieutenant Gene- 


ral Allart, and the Duke of Cray, two different 
Attacks were carried on fo expeditiouſly, that 
the Batteries, one of twelve Pieces of Cannon, 


two of ten each, played fo vigorouſly on the 


15th, that all the Cannon Balls and Bombs 


Were conſumed before the End of October. 


The advanced Seaſon and Badneſs of the Roads, 


rendered it impracticable to be ſupplied ſoon 


enough with any of the wanted Materials. 
To this great Miſtake of the Ruſſians not 


having been ſufficiently provided with Cannon 
Balls and Bombs, muſt be attributed their not 


being Maſters of the Place before the King of 
Sweden could come to its Relief, which was 
not till the 19th of November ; and being fa- 
voured with a prodigious Fall of Snow, he 
formed his Army in two Diviſions, having 
wen to General Ottovelling the Command of 
the Right Wing of his Army, he led himſelf 
his Left axninſ the Ruſſians, which he ima- 
gined to be compoſed of their beſt Troops. 
Succeſs fo far crowned the two Swediſh At- 
tacks, which were made much about the ſame 


Tine, that they pierced the Lines. "The

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Ruſſians abandoning the Lines on the King's 


Attack, the Victory was complete. The 
Duke of Croy (inveſted with the chief Com- 

mand, whilſt the Czar, with the Generaliſſimo, 
went to [vanogrod, to diſpatch Cannon-Balls, - 
Bombs, and Troops from thence) after having 
done every Thing poffible in his Situation, 


ſurrendered himfelf Prifoner of War, as did 
alſo Baron Bloomberg, Colonel of the Guards. 
Altho' the Swedes on the right Hand At- 
tack, had penetrated and forced into the Lines,, 
et until Night the Ruſſians maintained the 
Fight, 'and compelled them to retire towards. 
their Left; and, here the Stedes, after ſome 


Time, fired upon one another before they  Þ 
_ diſcovered their Error; and during this Con- 
fuſion, had the Ryfſians, who were ſufficiently ⁶ſ 


numerous, attacked the Swedes with more Vi- 


gour, the Lawrel of Victory would have been 


natched out of Charles the XIIth's Hands. 
But ſuch military Preſence of Mind, and 


Quickneſs of Execution, could not be expected 
from an Army new raiſed, (excepting the ge- 
giment of Guards) and which had never en- 


gaged with diſciplined Troops before; add to 
this their Scarcity of good Officers. 
So that every Thing properly conſidered, 


it is not ſo very wonderful as ſome Authors 
would have made it appear, that nine thouſand 


Veterans, as good Troops, and as well Offi- 


cered as any in Europe, with a Hero at their 


Head, ſhould beat a raw, undiſciplined, un- 


experienced Army, tho” entrenched, and whoſe 
Numbers.

his fatal Accident having cut off the Re-

The Czar removed his Fears, having pro- 
miſed, beſides Co/ſacks, to ſend ſixty thouſand 
Ruſſians to their Relief, and to ſupport his 
Ally Auguſtus in his Kingdom of Poland, who

As ſoon as Marſhal Sheremetoff was inform- 


ed of Levenbaupt's Situation, a Council of 
War was called, in which it was reſolved to 


give him Battle; wherefore the Marſhal ſet 


forwards early next Morning, having a good 


Way to march before he could reach the 
Enemy.

that he drove the Enemy beyond their fit 


Ground, who notwithſtanding continued the 
Battle with Order and Bravery. A Ruſſian 


Colonel of Dragoons, impatient for the Vic- 
- tory, forced into the Center of the Enemy at 
the Head of his Regiment, reſolved to attack 
them in Flank, Right and Left; but a Body 


of the Enemy's Reſerve attacked him ſo furi- 
ouſly, that they repulſed him with the Loſs of 
many of his Men, being himſelf dangerouſly 


wounded. | 


It was yet uncertain for whom Victory

Charles the XIIth, who held his Enemies too 
cheap, was entirely occupied in bringing the 
Coronation of King erer to bear. The 
Swedes made alſo this Year ſome fruitleſs At- 
tempts againſt Peterſburgh, and on the Iſland 
of Ratuſary, having been repulſed with Los. 
They were as unfortunate in Courland, where 
they loſt Bautſe and the Town of Mittau, 
General Renn having attacked and taken them: 
The Caſtle of Mittau indeed did not ſurrender 
till beſieged, nor till after the Ra//zans had 
thrown in an hundred and fifty Bombs, and 
made a large Breach with their Cannon. 
Then Colonel Koring, the Swediſh Comman- 
der, furrendered. on. honourable. Terms the 
4th of September. 

By theſe Succeſles the Czar was become: 
Maſter of Courland and Semigallia, without 
the King of Sweden's having made any Efforts 
to prevent them. The Deliberations of the 
Dyet of Varſato engrofled all his Attention; 
which the Czar,. by his Agents, took care to 
entangle with as much Perplexity as poſſible. 
Having given his Orders for Major-Gener-! 
Botoer's commanding in Courland,. and Mar- 
ſhal SHeremetoff's in Livonia, he marched to-

But King Auguſtus, conſcious to himſelf of 
the private Terms he had offered for a ſepa- 
rate Peace, and terrified at the King of Swe- 
den's being in the Middle of his Country, did 


not ſeem ſo forward in concurring with the 


Reſolution, which was however carried. Ge- 


neral Brant, and Fineaſty the Crown General 
marched towards the Enemy with the Poles. 


Prince Menxetoſf and the King of Poland fol- 


lowed with the Saxon and Ruſſian Troops, and 
within two Leagues joined the Crown Gene- 
ral at Segftadt. The Army halted next Day, 
and got Intelligence of the Enemy's being en- 
camped and poſted to great Advantage near the 


River Arſona, on the other Side of the Town, 


and there determined to wait the Event. 

The King of Poland had given a private 
Intimation of his Deſign ; and ſent Advice al- 
| fo not to wait their coming up to the Swediſh 
| General, who paid no Attention thereto. 
Wherefore his Majefty went with ſome of the 


Gentrals to view the Enemy.

Firing of Three Guns was the Signal of the 9

the Command of General Marderfelt. The 
Moywode of Kiow commanded the. right 
Wing, conſiſting of Poles; and Count Sapega 
the Left, conſiſting of L:ithuanians. The Ho- 
liſh Forces, on the other Side, were com- 
manded by King Auguſtus, who was poſted 
on the Left, Prince Menzeteſf on the Right, 
and General Brant in the Center. The fiſt 
Lines was compoſed of . Saxons and Ruſſiuns; 
the ſecond of Poles only, whom the Crown 
General Fineaſty commanded.  ; _. 
The Battle went ſo ſucceſsfully on for the Czar, 
and his Allies, about Three o' Clock in the 
Afternoon, that the right Wing of the Swedes 
were driven behind their Waggons in leſs than 
Half an Hour. Their Body fought with great 
Reſolution till near Six; for not above three 
thouſand oſ them remained alive. Twenty 
Standards ſubmitted on the Left to King Aur 
guſius without ſtriking a Blow; thoſe who 
ſtood were cut to Pieces, or taken Priſoners.

with the Account of this Victory, that he

From the Confines of Poland, where 
he was with his Army commanded by Gene- 
ral Ogilvie, he wrote a Letter to the Republic 
of Poland, in which he exhorted them not 
to deſpond, for that he would protect them WM 
againſt the King of Sweden, and all other Ene- W 
mies of theirs ; that King Auguſtus had ſhame- WM 
fully abandoned them; and: inſiſted on their 
not acknowledging Staniſſaus for their Sove- 
reign, He received Anſwers in conſequence 
from the Chiefs of the Poliſb Republic that they Wl 
never would, and moſt ſubmiſſively thanked him 
for the generous Offer of his Protection. A 
The Czar was exceſſively piqued againſt 
Auguſtus for making a ſeparate Pance : and

His Fotentlon was to go from thence 
to St. Petersburgh, in order to reconnoitre the 
Condition of his Fleet; and as he was juſt 
going to ſet out on his Journey, he was ſeized 
with a Dyſentery, which Sickneſs was attri- 
buted to the great Fatigue he had undergone, 
Wherefore, after he had given the Command 
of the Army to Marſhal Sheremetoff, and other 
Generals, with whatever Directions and Cau- 
tions that to him appeared neceſſary, he re- 
Paired to Smolens/0. oF 
Although the Ryffran Fleet was not as yet in 
a Condition to act againſt Admiral Wacht. 
muffer, lying with a Fleet of thirty-ſix Men 
of War at Revel, Captain Zenavin made a De- 
ſcent into Finland, and attacked Borgo, a ſmall 
Place; which, having taken, plundered, and 
committed to the Flames, he carried off moſt 
of the young People to Slavery. Encouraged 
by this Succeſs, he attacked Biornco and 
other ſmall Iſlands, which he treated alike. 
Count Bois, Vice-Admiral, took about the 
ſame Time, with his Gallies, ſeveral Barks 
and Veſſels laden for Stockholm with Provi- 
ſions; but he made them ſteer another Courſe 
to St. Peterſburgh. It is imagined that the 
Czar's Recovery from his late Indiſpoſition 
was forwarded by theſe repeated, tho' intrin- 
fically, ſmall Advantages. He was ſoon after 
obliged to repair to his Capital, in order to 


appeaſe 
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appeaſe a Sedition of the Doncoſſacks, excited 
by -Bolawin, a Colonel, who (as it was gene- 
rally believed) had been induced thereto by 
Mazepa, Hettman * of the Ukraine Coffacks, 
that the Czar might be put under a Neceſſity 
of dividing his Forces ; which Effect it in Part 
produced, without any farther Conſequence : 
for Bolawin, finding the People under him 
were againſt his Deſign when known, and 
that they wanted to deliver him up Priſoner 
to the Czar, ſhot himſelf. The Traitor's 
Head was ſent to Moſcow. Orders were im- 
mediately diſpatched to Prince Dolgoruty to 
repair with the Forces under him to the Army. 

Charles XII. having got Advice that Ma- 
zepa, the Hettman, with a Body of thirty 
thouſand Cofſacks were in Motion, to join 


twelve thouſand of the Canr's Forces under the 


Command of General Goltz, at Bowſow, where 
be was entrenched; and from whence, having 


obſerved their Movements, he marched with 


an Intent to attack the Swedes. But the Hett- 
man, influenced by a late good Underſtanding 
with the King of Sweden, appeared rather re- 
ereant than otherwiſe.

He paid due Honour to the Conduct and

A Multiplicity of 
lawleſs Proceedings being laid to his Charge, 
he was put to the Rack, and having confeſſed 
his Guilt, was ſentenced to be beheaded, and 
carried to the Place of Execution. But in the 
Moment the Executioner was going to give 
the Blow, a Herald appeared, crying aloud, 
by his Imperial Majeſty's Command, A Par- 
don for Life.” , ; 

The Emperor deſired the Senate which was 
then aſſembled, that on Account of the for- 
mer Services this fallen Man had rendered to 
him, and to the Empire, his Sentence ſhould be 
changed from Death to perpetual Exile in 
biberia, being deprived of his Eftate and Ef- 
ects, and degraded from all Honours. "os 

Orders being given for the March of the 
neceſſary Troops, with Ammunition, Artil- 
lery and Proviſions for the next Campaign, 
in the Beginning of March 1723, the Empe- 
ror, with his Conſort and all the Court, made 
a Tour to Peterſburg, and arrived about the 
11th in that City. Ihe Emperor, on his Arri- 
val there, ordered a formidable Fleet of Ships 
and Gallies to be fitted out with all Expedi- 
tion; the Pretext I for ſo doing was

peror's Boſom. On the general Review he 
made of his Ships, having among the Num- 
ber many good Veſſels that were uſeleſs to

ragement to Trade. To each Veſſel he ordered 
twelve Men, eight at his Expence, and four at

Time, were to ſubſtitute others in their room, 
2 the Number might always appear the 
His Imperial Majeſty was highly pleaſed in 
finding his late Ne 1 ſo 
well as to have himſelf acknowledged Emperor 
by the Swedes, and that the Duke of Holſtein had 

ot the Title of Royal Highneſs, for whom 
he intended the Imperial Princeſs his Daugh- 

ter. Having ordered his Fleet to fail to Reve!, 
He there embarked in the Preſence of his 
Court and the foreign Minifters, It conſiſt- 
ed of forty Gallies, and twenty Ships of the 
Line. He returned from Sea to Peter/burg in 
about ſix Days, on the 8th of Augu/ff. He then 
invited all the People of Diſtinction, and the 
foreign Miniſters to a Pleaſure-houſe at Pe- 
zer/boff. 


A Plenipotentiary from Perfia arrived about 
this Time at St. Peterſburgh, and met with a 
magnificent Reception, After his firſt Au- 


dience 
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dience, and his Delivery of the Shah's Letter, 
the Emperor enquired of him in what Station 
the King his Maſter was. To which Queſ- 
tion he anſwered with Tears, that he believed 
him dead, becauſe the young Shah Tahmas had 
confirmed his Commithon. He was told 
the great Chancellor Glen, that an An- 
ſwer would be prepared tor him; after which 
he returned, = was conducted off with the 
ſame Ceremony that he was admitted to the 
Audience. Count Apraxin, who was appoint- 
ed to do the Honours, entertained him at the 
Emperor's Table. 

As his Imperial Majeſty was ſome Time 
after diverting himſelf at a Ball, to which the 
Perfian Ambaſſador had been invited, he re- 


ceived the agreeable News of Ba#r's having fur- - 
rendered ; for Strength, Situation and Com- 


merce, one of the moſt important Places on 
the Caſpian Sea: which was highly pleaſing 
to the Emperor, as well as to the Ambaſſador, 
who concluded an offenſive and defenſive Alli- 
ance with Ruſſia, by virtue of which he ced- 
ed for ever the Towns of Derbent and Batu, 
with their Appendages, and alſo the Province 
of Afterabat, Ghilan, and Mazanderan, to his

On the 25th he was conducted to his laſt Au-

Treaty concluded between Perfia and Ruſſia, 
with the Contents thereof, could not conceal 
their Jealouſy and Uneaſineſs; wherefore Mr. 
Neplieff, his Ruffian Majeſty's Ambaſſador at 
Conſtantinople, together with the French, M. 
Bonac, ſent immediate Information to St. Pe- 
terſburgh of the Divan's Reſolutions, which 
ſeemed to be on the Point of declaring War 
againſt the Ruffians. 

In conſequence of this Advice, his Ruſſian 
Majeſty diſpatched a faithful Copy to his Mi- 
niſter at the Ottoman Court of the Treaty con- 
cluded between him and the young Shah, in 
order that it might be communicated to the 
Grand Ft a By this candid. Proceeding 
he invited the Grand Signior to accede to 


the ſame Treaty: and farther aſſured his Su- 
blime Highneſs of his fixed Determination to 
eligiouſly obſerve the laſt Treaty concluded 
between the Porte and him; proteſting that he 
had no other View in the laſt concluded Trea- 
ty with Perſia, than to ſuccour a Monarch 
- perſecuted. 
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perſecuted by rebellious Subjects, who had un- 
naturally lifted againſt their lawful Sovereign, 
under the Banner of a deteſtable Uſurper. This 
Declaration had the deſired Effect, and a 
Treaty of Alliance againſt the Uſurper, Miri- 
weis, was acceded to by the Ottoman Court. 
The Hettman of the Ukraine Coſſachs dy- 
ing about this Time, Prince Galitzen was ap- 
pointed to ſucceed him by his Imperial Majeſty; 
* Whoſe prudent and ſage Government havin 
eſtabliſhed Tranquility and Order throughout 
his extenſive Empire, he meant to execute a 
long-conceived Project, which was to have 
his Confort the Empreſs Katharine ſolemnly 
crowned; for which Purpoſe his imperial Man- 
dates were iſſued. But falling ſick of a violent 
Pain in his Stomach, he was confined to his 
Chamber for a Fortnight, which neceſſarily 
put off his Journey to Moſcotv, till he ſhould 
recover Health ſufficient to undertake it. 
Ever occupied about the Welfare of his 
Country, even during his Sickneſs he founded 
a new Academy of Sciences, to conſiſt of twelve 
Members, beſides a Secretary, a Librarian, and 
a dozen Students. This Academy was divided 
into three Claſſes ; the Firſt for Mathematics, 
the Second for Natural Philoſophy, and the 
Third for Belles Lettres. As ſoon as he was 
recovered, he ordered all the foreign Miniſters 
to be ſummoned to Court, to whom aſſem- 
bled he notified his Departure from thence to 
Moſcow, to celebrate the Coronation of his 
Empreſs; for which Selemnity all Things hav-

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ing been prepared, the 18th of May was ap- 
pointed. No Magnificence was ſpared, and 


the ſame Pomp was diſplayed, as if ſhe had

After the grand Solemnity of the Content | 
tion was over, the Emperor ordered twenty- 
four thouſand of his beſt Troops, beſides Coſ- 
ſacks and Tartars, which amounted to fſuxty. } 
thouſand more, with Proviſions, Ammunition \ 


and Artillery, to be embarked at Aflracan, 
under Prince Galitzen, who was to command 


them in Chief as Auxiliaries to the Shah. He 
then left Zo/cow, and returned with his whole 
Court to St. Peterſburgh, where he made 
ſeveral Promotions in the Land and Sea 
Service.

He made very wiſe Regulations in regard to 
the Benefices of the Clergy, from the Patri- 
arch down to the Pariſh Prieſt, He limitted 
the Number of Convents, allowing a decent 
Subſiſtance to all, but no Extravagance to 
any. By this national Economy two thirds 
of the Cnurch Revenues were added to his 
Treaſure, to the Joy of moſt People; none 
complaining but thoſe who by their Vows 
had renounced all worldly Poſſeſſians.
